The Coffee County 
Board of Education met for 
a special meeting 


Wednesday, June 27, at 
noon, and the hire of new 
principal for New Brockton 
High School was approved 
by board members. 

This was the final meet- 
ing for superintendent Terry 
Weeks. He retired at the 
end of June, and new super- 
intendent Kevin 
Killingsworth stepped into 
the role on July Ist. 

In presenting personnel 
matters for the board to 
approve, Weeks noted that 
he and Killingsworth had 
worked closely together in 
selecting two administra- 
tive recommendations for 
the board to consider. 
Weeks said since these new 
administrators would be 
answering to Killingsworth 
as superintendent rather 
than him, he felt it impor- 
tant to make sure Mr. 
Killingsworth had a say in 
the matters as well. 

Weeks said it was his rec- 
ommendation, along with 
the recommendation of 
Killingsworth, to employ 
Alonzo Barkley as a proba- 
tionary principal for New 
Brockton High School. He 
also recommended _ the 
employment of George 
Miller. “Mil” -Tatom~ as 
transportation supervisor 
for the school system, and 
this includes duties of facil- 
ities coordinator and safety 
coordinator. 

These two matters and 
several other personnel rec- 
ommendations were 
approved by the board dur- 
ing last Thursday’s meet- 
ing. 

The other personnel mat- 
ters approved included 

¢ Three certificated per- 
sonnel resignations were 
accepted. Jon Cooper 
resigned as a high school 
teacher at Kinston; Rene’ 
Donaldson resigned as a 
math teacher at Kinston; 
and Chris McVay resigned 
as an English language arts 
teacher at Zion Chapel. 

¢ Four additional employ- 
ments were approved, Anna 
Stanley was hired as a 
teacher at New Brockton 
Elementary; Taylor Hatcher 
was hired as a physical edu- 
cation teacher at New 
Brockton Elementary; 
Stephanie Clafford was 
hired as a science teacher at 
New Brockton High; and 
Emily Herbert was hired as 
an English language arts 
teacher at Zion Chapel. 

In regards to classified 
personnel, Weeks recom- 
mended and the board 
approved the employment 
of Melissa Lindstrom as 
custodian at New Brockton 


Elementary. 
The superintendent also 
made board members 


aware of several coaching 
changes that had transpired 
recently with the school 
system.

City of Elba officials say FEMA flood buyout 
program of properties is showing progress 


City of Elba officials said 
last week they had received 
unofficial contact regarding 
the FEMA property buyout 
program from the 
December.2015 flood that 
the Priority #1 (8 proper- 
ties), Priority #2 (7 proper- 
ties), and Priority #4 (10 
properties) applications 
comprising a total of 25 
properties have passed 
through the primary 
Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
(FEMA) review and are 
currently undergoing the 
final Environmental and 
Historic Preservation 
(EHP) Review, which is a 
positive development. 

“We are hopeful these 
applications will be formal- 
ly approved by FEMA in 


September or October,” 
according to a press release 
from Mayor Mickey 
Murdock’s office. 

The Priority #3 (10 prop- 
erties) application was sent 
back to Elba last week 
requesting further informa- 
tion on one of the proper- 
ties, but that needed infor- 
mation already has been 
collected and sent to the 
Alabama EMA to process 
and submit to FEMA. 
Therefore, Priority #3 
should be in the final EHP 
Review phase soon, offi- 
cials said. 

The other eight (8) appli- 
cations (Priorities #5 
through #12) that are part 
of the overall project have 
been out of the City’s hands 
for several weeks and are in

The Elba City Council 
met Monday evening, July 
2, and made a decision on 
appointing the City’s next 
chief of police. 

Upon the request of 
council member Rolanda 
Jones, the council entered a 
40-minute executive ses- 
sion prior to Mayor Mickey 
Murdock making his rec- 
ommendation for council 
members to affirm. 

After reconvening from 
the executive session, the 
mayor recommended 35- 
year law enforcement vet- 
eran Leslie Hussey to take 
the helm as Elba’s police 
chief. A motion to affirm 
was made, and approved. 
Rolanda Jones was the only 
council member to vote 
against the mayor’s recom- 
mendation. 

Hussey has worked with 
two agencies his entire 
career — the Elba Police 
Department and the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s 
Department. He began with 
the Elba PD in 1983 and 
then worked as a deputy 
with the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s Department from 
1985-1997 when he 
returned to the Elba Police 
Department. 

He was serving as an 
investigator with the Elba

time of his appointment to 
police chief on Monday 
night. 

Hussey began his service 
as police chief Tuesday 
morning, July 3rd. He said 
he had a staff meeting 
called for 7 a.m.

“J just look forward to 
the opportunity I have been 
given to serve the people of 
Elba as their chief of 
police,” Hussey said.

The shotgun killings in the Maryland newspaper office 
last week of course made headlines, probably around the 
world. There were the warning signs about the man arrest- 
ed for the horrors, but jailing everyone who “might” be a 
danger to society would double the inmate count in the 
federal prisons and very quickly violate America’s cher- 
ished freedoms. Also, the experts note that every time 
some nut does something like this, it motivates some other 
nut(s) to mimic the action and get their name in the head- 
lines. They don’t think far enough ahead to realize it 
means their death or many years of prison. We mourn with 
the families directly impacted by this shooting as we do 
with all the others but don’t know how to put a stop to the 
mess. We also note that these nutty folks are turning to 
shotguns more and more often. It is suspected in this cor- 
ner that they believe the characteristics of a shotgun blast 
make it more deadly than the much-maligned automatic 
rifle. This shift also puts a puzzled look on the face of 
those who advocate laws banning automatic rifles as they 
struggle to stop all these killings. 


It did not surprise us when a reporter for the attacked news- 
paper responded to the quesion, “What are you going to do 
now” or something like that and he quickly said, “Get out 
a damn newspaper.” Following one of the Elba floods a 
reporter from somewhere asked us, “Why we went ahead 
and published in spite of the flooding in our office?” After 
a brief pause she added, “And don’t tell me it is because 
that is what you do.” But this is what we do - just like that 
reporter in Maryland and even all these years later that is 
our dedication and we have no better answer. 


Along with the killings in that newspaper office last week, 
we experienced the deaths of two more newspaper profes- 
sionals — right here in Alabama. One, an editor, was 
involved in an automobile accident and died a couple of 
days later in spite of the heroic efforts of medical doctors. 
The other was a young man who openly fought depression 
on behalf of others for years, only to lose the battle him- 
self. All the above events bring home the fact that our life, 
and those of our families, can be changed forever in a split 
second.

infectious disease 


Summer camps provide a 
great opportunity for chil- 
dren and teens alike to 
make lasting friendships, 
while being physically 
active and developing life- 
long skills. 

Although the goal of 
summer camp is to keep 
children healthy and safe, it 
is not unlike school or day- 
care settings where children 
and staff can become sick if 
proper handwashing is not 
practiced. Often these 
camps provide children 
with the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in nature and water 
activities, which expose 
children to germs that 
thrive in these environ- 
ments. 

Within the past few 
weeks, three separate out- 
breaks at summer camps 
have been reported. 

The most common ways 
in which illnesses can 
spread in these settings 
include food, water, ani- 
mals, person-to-person, 
mosquitoes and ticks. 
These outbreaks are still 
under investigation, but 
diarrhea or vomiting has 
been reported as the pri- 
mary symptom. 

The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) would like 
to provide some basic con- 
trol measures to campers 


outbreaks at camp 


and staff alike in these 
types of settings. 

“Parents, it is recom- 
mended that you keep your 
child home if he or she has 
been sick in the two weeks 
prior to them attending any 
type of summer camp,” 
Epidemiologist Amanda 
Ingram said. 

When sending a child to 
summer camp, think about 
packing some basic sup- 
plies that will give him or 
her a head start at prevent- 
ing illness including: 

¢ Disinfecting wipes that 
contain bleach 

* Insect repellents that 
contain 20 percent or more 
DEET 

* Light-colored clothing. 

Finally, parents and staff 
should stress the impor- 
tance of washing hands, 
rather than using hand sani- 
tizers, as those products are 
not effective against ill- 
nesses caused by viruses 
(such as influenza and 
norovirus). In the event 
soap and water are unavail- 
able, use an alcohol-based 
hand sanitizer that contains 
at least 60 percent alcohol 
to reduce the number of 
germs on hands. 

To report an outbreak, 
please contact the local 
health department or ADPH 
district investigator.

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Constraint Therapy helps keep cerebral palsy from 
ae ie

A diagnosis of cerebral 
palsy for a child sounds like 
something that would be a 
nightmare for most parents, 
but it has been anything but 
that for Colby and Nichole 
Capps of Elba. 

Their daughter, Cate, was 
diagnosed with cerebral 
palsy two weeks after cele- 
brating her first birthday. 
She is age five now, and 
both Colby and Nichole will 
tell you that it does not 
bother Cate at all, and part 
of that is because she has 
been in therapy for so long. 

“When we tell Cate’s 
story, I always give Nichole 
all the credit because she 
noticed Cate not using her 
right hand when she was 
only like 4-6 weeks old,” 
Colby said. “I kept thinking 
she was fine. She could do 
anything she wanted, but 
Nichole kept pushing and 
pushing with the doctors 
until they agreed and set us 
up with a physical thera- 
pist.” 

Nichole said when Cate 
began to crawl, she noticed 
that Cate would tuck her 
right arm and only use her 
wrist. 

“At that point, it became 
more apparent there was an 
issue,” Nichole said. 
“Physical therapy immedi- 
ately said yes there is an 
issue.” 

From there, the Capps 
were referred to a neurolo- 
gist in Montgomery, and 
that is when they received 
the official diagnosis, only 
two weeks after Cate turned 
a year old. 

Colby and Nichole said 
Cate’s is a mild case, so, it is 
not as noticeable as some. 

“Cate’s stroke wasn’t 
traumatic,” Nicole said. “It 
had to have happened in 
utero, and we just did not 
know.” 

Nichole said one thing 
that has made their journey 
a positive one is that they 
have been blessed with 
exceptional therapists along 
the way and those therapists 
have helped guide them. 

“They were put there by 
God. He was in it from the 
beginning,” Nichole says 
with confidence. 

She said the first therapist 
they had thought Cate 
would benefit from 
Constraint Therapy, and she 
referred them to Children’s 
Hospital in Birmingham. 
That is where they met Dr. 
Paola Mendoza, who Colby 
and Nichole both refer to as 
another God-send for Cate. 

“Dr. Mendoza said yes to 
Cate being a candidate for 
Constraint Therapy, and we 
had her evaluated for it at 16 
months of age,” Nichole 
said. 

Colby said Nichole 
thought Cate was too young 
at 16 months to do’ con- 
straint therapy, but the ther- 
apists knew better. The also 
noted the therapists Cate

the school.

Cate was put on a waiting 
list after being identified as 
a candidate for Constraint 
Therapy, and she began the 
therapy in January 2015 
after turning 2-years-old. 

“We have definitely been 
blessed with out therapists 
and doctors all along the 
way,” Colby said. 

Nichole added that she 
believes part of it is being 
blessed with such a great 
community that rallies 
around them. 

“And, we pray,” she said. 
“God opened doors and put 
people in our journey that 
have been a blessing to us.” 

Colby added, “We went 
from two people that knew 
absolutely nothing about 
what was going on. I 
remember sitting in the 
parking deck [at the hospi- 
tal] in Montgomery going 
from saying your kid had a 
stroke before she was even 
born — I won’t say your 
worst nightmare — but from 
that to putting yourself back 
together and saying okay 
what are we going to do 
next.” 

For Nichole, she said it 
was validation. 

“T had been saying the 
whole time that something 
was not right,” she said, 
“Cate is a stubborn child. 
She will find a way. She is 
resilient, and because she is 
the child she is, it was hard 
for others to see.” 

Colby said the cerebral 
palsy affects her quality of 
life, but it is not something 
that is going to get worse 
over time, and knowing that 
helped him as well. 

“Going to Birmingham 
was the best thing we ever 
did,” he said. “It’s a 3-hour 
drive for us up there and 
they help any way they can. 
The way they take care of 
you is amazing.” 

Since beginning con- 
straint therapy at age 2, Cate 
goes to Birmingham for two 
straight weeks each year for 
the therapy. To strengthen 
and force her to use her 
right arm, therapists con- 
strain her stronger left arm 
in a cast for those two week. 
This forces her to use the 
right arm, improving her 
strength and coordination. 

For constraint therapy to 
work, Cate has to attend 
therapy every day for those 
two weeks. 

“She is literally doing 
therapy 24/7 during those 
two weeks,” Nichole said. 
“She is so exhausted 
because she has to use that 
right arm, and she also is 
mentally exhausted.” 

The first time Cate had 
therapy, the Colby and 
Nichole said they had no 
idea what to expect. Not 
being able to come back and 
forth to Elba everyday, 
Nichole and Cate stayed 
some with friends in Alex 
City the first couple of

“Tn the past, I would see it 
day to day, but this was my 
first time being on the front- 
line for an entire week,” he 
said. “It really opened my 
eyes. Sometimes you think 
you have a child with a dis- 
ability and it stinks, but it 
probably has been the 
biggest blessing in my life.” 

Both parents agree. ..Cate 
can do anything she really 
wants to do. She played t- 
ball this Spring. 

“She struggles with it, but 
it doesn’t slow her down,” 
Nichole said. “She acts like 
she is one of everyone else. 
She doesn’t care. She goes 
on about her business. She 
wants to be like everyone 
else, and she does it.” 

Colby said a lot can also 
be said for her friends and 
the kids her age. 

“She was in Pre-K this 
past year, and the kids 
encourage her to use

step up and assume their 
roles as summer workouts 
continue.” 

“We held competition for 
offensive and defensive 
linemen at the camp here in 
Elba,” said Harrison, “and I 
thought it went well. The 
players worked on one-on- 
one and five-on-five pass 
rush drills, had a tug of war 
competition and all the 
players were very physical 
despite the fact they were in 
shorts. We spotted a few 
players that need a little 
extra work, but all in all our 
players got after it and 
looked good.”
